Subject:  Annual  Report,  1974-1975 


This  report  is  intended  as  a general  summary  of  departmental 
activities , achievements , and  future  plans . 

The  year  has  been  one  of  excellence  in  instructional  leadership , 
concert  performances,  revisions  of  course  offerings  as  necessary  to  bring 
them  in  agreement  with  the  policies  of  the  Illinois  Community  College 
Board,  and  several  new  proposals  projected  and/or  approved  in  terms  of 
new  course  offerings  for  1975-1976. 


Instructional  Factors 

The  continued  growth  of  instrumental  activities  has  resulted  in  much 
improved  relations  with  area  high  school  band  directors  and  student  musicians 
Perhaps  the  most  outstanding  activity  of  the  year  was  the  inauguration  of  the 
band  clinic.  Mr.  Fred  Ebbs,  director  of  bands  at  Indiana  University,  was  the 
guest  clinician  working  with  units  from  J.T.H.S.  Central  and  East,  Morris, 
and  Lockport  on  the  selections  each  group  was  to  perform  at  the  State  Music 
Contest.  Such  a clinic  with  Mr.  Ebbs  again  as  chief  clinician  is  intended 
for  1975-1976  with  eight  area  bands  participating. 

There  has  been  a very  remarkable  growth  in  the  vocal  music  of  the 
department.  Staff  member,  Lawrence  E.  Moore,  was  added  to  our  faculty  this 
year,  and  he  has  contributed  greatly  to  the  growth  of  all  aspects  of  the  vocal 
music  program,  classes  in  music  literature,  and  planning  new  courses 
applicable  to  this  area  of  interests  in  the  department.  Membership  in  the  choir 
grew  from  an  initial  enrollment  of  18  to  50  with  a very  well-balanced  personnel 
The  Chanteurs , a small  16-voice  vocal  ensemble  replaced  our  traditional 
Madrigal  group  with  new  innovations,  ideas,  and  musical  styles.  Students 
in  vocal  music  have  achieved  new  high  levels  of  performance  and  pride  in 
their  accomplishments. 
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All  instrumental  and  vocal  organizations  were  presented  in  several 
formal  concerts  during  the  year  as  well  as  in  many  informal  appearances  before 
civic  and  school  groups . 

Jerry  Lewis  has  been  particularly  active  in  serving  as  a clinician 
to  area  grade  and  high  school  bands.  All  this  will  surely  lead  to  establishing 
added  prestige  to  the  potential  of  the  JJC  Music  Department.  His  work  with 
several  of  the  area  grade  school  bands  bodes  well  for  future  years . 

William  Krause  has  continued  his  usual  superb  job  as  instructor 
of  woodwinds,  class  piano,  music  theory,  and  improvisation.  He  has 
been  studying  advanced  piano  pedagogy  at  Roosevelt  University  all  year. 

He  is  a very  dedicated,  talented,  and  hard  working  musician  and  teacher.

*2.  Associate  in  Applied  Science  Degree  in  Business, 
Mid-Management  Marketing  with  Music  Option. 

*3 . Elements  of  Conducting .

*5.  Jazz  Piano  (not  yet  defined)  . 

*6.  Music  Theatre  Workshop  (not  yet  defined)  . 

7.  Jazz  Band.  (Note:  same  as  present  course  offered  regularly 
in  daytime  except  this  section  will  be  offered  in  the  evening 
school  with  membership  open  only  by  permission  of  the 
instructor,  Mr.  William  E.  Krause.) 


A choir  clinic  for  the  fall  of  1975  is  being  planned.  Tentatively 
it  will  be  a 1-day  Saturday  clinic  with  Millard  Kinney  of  Arizona  State 
University  as  the  guest  clinician.  In  format,  selected  high  school  choirs 
would  be  invited  as  a unit  for  morning  study  with  a mass  choir  rehearsal 
in  the  afternoon.  The  necessary  octavo  scores  could  be  furnished  by 
Carl  Fisher,  Chicago  publisher. 


Applied  Music  Fees 

It  would  seem  not  unreasonable  to  adopt  a policy  of  having  some  fee 
assessment  assigned  to  credit  hours  in  applied  music.  As  indicated  to  me  in 
your  memo  of  April  24,  Lincoln  Land  has  a $15.00  rate  and  Waubonsee  has  a 
a $25.00  fee  per  credit  hour.  If  such  a fee  policy  is  to  be  inaugurated  at  JJC, 
the  rate  should  be  established  as  soon  as  possible  to  go  into  effect  for  the 
fall  semester  of  1975.

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In  conclusion: 

As  an  addendum  to  this  report  I would  like  to  submit  the  following: 

1.  There  have  been  problems  in  our  EM  program  over  the  years 
which  we  have  tried  to  solve  or  refine.  With  this  in  mind,  I recommend  the 
following  as  a policy  to  be  followed  in  the  future: 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  EM  APPLIED  ELIGIBILITY 

A.  The  student  must  be  a full-time  music  major  enrolled  at  Joliet 
Junior  College,  but  studying  in  an  area  of  instruction  not 
covered  by  our  regular  music  staff. 

B.  High  school  juniors  and  seniors  and  other  interested  persons 
may  enroll  in  EM  applied  music  and  receive  college  credit. 
However,  in  addition,  such  students  must  pay  the  regular 
enrollment  fees  plus  the  cost  of  lessons  under  an  approved 
private  teacher . 

2.  During  the  year  the  departmental  physical  facilities  have  been 
relocated,  remodeled,  and  modified.  In  general,  the  facility  is  greatly  im- 
proved. However,  certain  original  specifications  requested  for  Highland 
have  not  been  met.  I would  like  to  request  that  all  concerned  with  the  im- 
plementation of  my  work  orders  give  a more  personal  evaluation  of  our 
music  facility.  There  are  several  work  orders  and  promises  that  have  not 
been  implemented . I request  that  we  team  up  again  to  assure  the  feasible 
implementation  of  the  original  planning  for  the  music  department  facilities . 


My  special  thanks  to  you.  Dr.  Van  De  Voort,  for  your  understanding 
and  guidance  in  the  past.  Also  my  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  music  depart- 
ment, to  my  secretary,  Kay  Nielsen,  and  to  my  administrative  colleagues.
